WWAMBLES SURRENDERS TO TROOPERS AFTER 48 HOURS AND 48 MINUTES | 
Confrontation. between armed gunman and law enforcement ends

After 48 hours and 48 minutes, 
an armed Coffee County man, who 
had barricaded himself in a mobile 
home, surrendered to authorities 
without incident. 

Easter weekend had been beauti- 
ful and peaceful for the most part but 
it was not to end that way. It went 
out, literally, with a bang! 

At approximately 4:00 p.m., Sun- 
day afternoon, Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Deputy Donnie Farris answered 
a disturbance call in the Victoria 
Community. 

Upon arriving at the Mustard 
Seed Christian Fellowship Church 
complex located just off Co. Rd. 
211, Farris was met by gunfire; how- 
ever, the deputy was not hit and it 
was not thought that the shots were 
fired directly at him. 

As Farris assessed the situation, 
he learned that Mickey Gene Wam- 
bles, age 37, of Route 1, Jack, AL, 
had barricaded himself in one of the 
three mobile homes located at the 
complex. 

Other officers from the sheriff's 
department, Elba Police Department, 
Alabama State Troopers, and Ala- 
bama Conservation Department re- 
sponded to Farris’ call for back-up. 

Shortly after their arrival, the offi- 
cers were successful in the evacua- 
tion of occupants of the other trailers 
at the complex. 

They immediately secured the 
area and established communication 
with Wambles, while waiting for 
other law enforcement officials to ar- 
rive on the scene. 

It was learned that Wambles had 
come to the complex in an attempt to 
see his wife and children. He was 
armed with at least one handgun and 


a rifle or shotgun, 

His estranged wife and children 
had been staying at the foundation 
which also provides a shelter for vic- 
tims of domestic abuse. 

Reportedly, as Wambles gained 
entry into the mobile home in which 
his wife had been staying, she es- 
caped out the front and was able to 
get out of the area, 

After repeated attempts by local 
law enforcement officers failed to 
get Wambles to surrender and come 
out of the trailer, negotiators and tac- 
tical personnel (Special Weapons 
And Tactics team) were called in 
from the Alabama State Troopers 
and the Alabama Bureau of Investi- 
gation, 

The ABI and tactical units had be 
placed on alert at the request of State 
Trooper Ronnie Whitworth, who 
was one of the back-up units re- 
sponding to the scene. 

After arriving at the scene and as- 
sessing the situation, Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates and his chief 
deputy, Patrick Norris, requested the 
assistance of the state units, 

They realized that the training 
and man power provided by these 
units would increase the possibility 
of bringing this incident to a success- 
ful end. 

Presonnel from the state arrired 
on the scene at approximately 7:00 
p.m. Capt. Ken Hallford was in 
charge, of the operation and super- 
vised the negioations. Capt. Chuck 
Franklin commanded the state troop- 
er tactical teams. 

Shortly after 10 p.m., the electri- 
cal power to the trailer and complex 
was turned off in an attempt to force 
Wambles to surrender. 

However, he demanded that the 
power be tumed back on or he 
would start shooting. Although sev-

It’s not a first, but it has been a 
long time since a woman has been in 
the Elba Police Department’s patrol 
division. 

Recently, many Elbians have 
been observed doing a doubletake 
when a police car went by being 
driven by a woman, 

Last month, Ida See joined the 
Elba Police Department where she is 
performing her duties as a patrol- 
man, 

Officer See is by no means a roo- 
kie police officer; however, locals 
will be quick to note by her quite dif- 
ferent, but pleasant, accent that she 
is not from these parts, 

She is a native of Toledo, Ohio 
where she was a member of the To- 
ledo Police Department for 6 years. 

After attending the city’s police 
academy for six months, she worked 
with the department from 1988 to 
1994 as a patrol officer. 

In Ida’s words, “I worked the 
Streets,” 

In addition to her other training, 
Ida has also had specialized training 
in accident investigation, 

Ida said that she had always want- 
ed to be a police officer ever since 
she was a litue girl, but it took her 
eleven years, after becoming a 
“grown-up,” to make the vocational 
change. Prior to entering the law en- 
force “professién, she worked as a 
secretary, 

Although she is the first member 
of her family to become a police- 
man, she has an “uncle” who was in 
law enforcement for many years, 

Richard White, who is not really 
Ida's blood uncle, but she thinks of 
him as being that close, was a mem- 
ber of the Covington County Sher- 
iffs Department, He was an investi- 
gator with the department when he 
retired, 

White is one of the main reasons 
Ida is with the Elba Police Depar- 
ment. He had heard that Elba was in- 
terested in hiring a female officer 
and he contacted Elba’s Chief of Po- 
lice, Maxwell Hooks. Hook’s had 
worked for many years as a police 
officer in Covington County and 
also with the sheriff's department. 

When asked why she decided to 
come south, Ida's response was, “! 
like the slower pace of living and | 


eral shots were fired by Wambles, 
there was no return fire by officers 
on the scene. 

Better communication was estab- 
lished between the ABI negotiators 
und Wambles when he allowed a 
drop-phone with a direct line to be 
passed through a window into the 
mobile home. 

The remainder of the night was 
spent with calls periodically made to 
Wambles in an attempt to “talk him 
out.” 

As the sun rose Monday morning, 
more law enforcement personnel ar- 
rived on the scene to assist in secur- 
ing the area. 

Also keeping vigil throughout the 
night were members of Wambles’ 
family, friends of the family and the 
news media. 

Medical personnel were provided 
at the scene by the Elba and Enter- 
prise Rescue Squads, ‘ 

The situation did not change all 
day Monday - law enforcement per- 
sonnel remained on the scene and 
Wambles stayed barricaded in the 
mobile home. 

Several members of Wambles’ 
family were observed being taken to 
the forward command post where 
negouators were talking with Wam- 
bles. It was assumed that they were 
allowed to talk with him in an at- 
tempt to get him to come out and 
end the situation peaceably. 

Authorities also had a brother of 
Wambles flown in from South Caro- 
lina as they continued in their efforts 
to get him to give up with out any- 
one being hurt, including himself. 

As the sun set Monday evening, 
law enforcement officers on the 
scene remained steadfast, as did 
Wambles. 

With the situation going into the 
third day, many of the on-lookers

Elizabeth, 

See’s parents, Bob and Martha 
Schadenfroh, also chose to move 
south, They, as well as See and her 
daughter, are living in Opp at the 
present time, 

After joining Elba’s Police De- 
partment, Ida said that after seeing 
the town, the schools, and meeting 
the people, she really wouldn’t mind 
living here. 

Ida believes there are many ad- 
vantages to having a female police 
officer on the force, one is that a fe- 
male officer will not be as intimidat- 
ing in many circumstances as a male 
officer would be, 

Another would be that a female 
office would be more comfortable in 
incidents where a female(s) is in- 
volved. 

Chief Hooks, commented that Ida 
is a “people person,” meaning she 
relates with the public really well, 

In addition to her duties as a pa- 


trolman, See will be involved with 
many aspects of service toward the 
community, 

A major portion of See’s salary is 
being provided through a Communi- 
ty Cops Grant program implemented 
by the federal government. 

One project already being worked 
on by Officer See is one in which all 
the elderly citizens who live in Elba 
will be checked on on a regular basis 
by the police department, 

See will also be working with in- 
dividual communities, located within 
the city, in organizing neighborhood 
watch programs, 

She will also assist D.A,R.E Offi- 
cer Chris West in developing a better 
relationship between the police and 
the youth of the town, 

The one thing that See has en- 
joyed getting use to is how friendly 
everybody is down here, 

“People just wave at you, walk up 
and start talking - they’re so friend-

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were asking, “Why don’t they gas 
him and go in an get him?” 

Officials have stated that no one 
had been hurt thus far, and they re- 
main hopeful that the situation could 
be ended without bloodshed. 

In an attempt to keep the situation 
under control, ABI officials, who 
were in charge of the negotiations, 
would not releasing any details until 
the incident was brought to a conclu- 
sion. 

Shortly after 4:00 p.m. Tuesday 
afternoon, the tempo at the scene 
changed and more activity by law 
enforcement personnel could be ob- 
served. 

At 4:48 Wambles walked out of 
the trailer and was taken into custo- 
dy by members of the state troopers’ 
tact team. 

In a prepared statement read by a 
state trooper spokesman, -it was re- 
vealed that Wambles was charged 
with one count of burglary and two 
counts of attempted murder of a state 
trooper. 

His bond has been set at $250,000 
on each charge. The statement did 
not say where Wambles was to be 
confined. 

In addition to the criminal charg- 
es, he was ordered by the 12th Judi- 
cal Circuit Court to under go physi- 
cal and mental evaluation at an 
undisclosed licensed medical facili- 
ly.

render were elated and relieved that 
the ordeal was over. 

Capt. Hallford, Capt. Franklin, 
and Sheriff Moates had nothing but 
praise for all the law enforcement 
personnel who took part in the oper 
ation. They were also complemen 
tary of all the support received from 
other agencies. 

Capt. Hallford stated, ‘This is the

Iam Kathleen Willoughby and I 
have been employed for several 
years as the Director of the New 
Hope Senior Citizens Organization. 
On February 7, 1995, I received a 
letter from the Chairman of the Cof- 
fee County, Alabama Commission- 
er’s Court, Lawrence Creel, advising 
me that I should resign for and on 
account of alleged “misconduct". I 
have never been guilty of any sort of 
misconduct in connection with the 
operation of this senior citizens cen- 
ter. 

After receiving this letter from 
Mr. Creel, [ asked for a hearing be- 
fore the Coffee County Grievance 
Committee, which is part of the em- 
ployee rules and regulations. This 
hearing was scheduled for March 7, 
1995, in the conference room of the 
Coffee County Commission office. 

On March 13, 1995, the Grie- 
vance Committee forwarded me a 
letter, wherein they found “The Grie- 
vance Committee determined from 
the evidence presented that the nec- 
essary degree of intentional conduct 
was not shown.” Subsequent to re- 
ceiving this letter, the Commission- 
er’s Court met again and terminated 
me without cause. 

- IT have worked for the past several 
years trying to make the New Hope 
Senior Citizens Center an appropri- 
ate place for the senior citizens to 
go, enjoy their lunch and fellowship 
with other people from the commu- 
nity. Needless to say, I am very dis- 
appointed and upset with the action 
taken by the Coffee County Com- 
mission for wrongfully terminating 
me.

The Elba Tigers and their fans were all excited early in the season after 
wins over 5A Greenville and 4A T.R. Miller; however, the win over T.R 
Miller way back the last week in March was the last win the Tigers have 
claimed and dropped three games lust week as their losing skid reached

Elba’s council meeting filled with hints of disagreement

The Monday evening Elba City 
Council meeting was routine on the 
surface. However several subjects on 
the agenda could erupt later into dis- 
agreements if not fall grown wars. 

The disagreement with District 
Attorney Joel Folmar over funds for 
(or from) the drug task force; pay- 
ment of bills submitted by Jackson 
W. Stokes; i ee of over $20,000 
of attorney bills submitted by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood or even the pro- 
cedures for selling the old school 
property are all potential problems 
for the council from outside forces 
or simply within the body itself. 

The disagreement with the DA 
continues, with neither party agree- 
ing to surrender their position. 

A letter from Stokes said he 
would help with a pending lawsuit 
only if the council agreed to pay his 
past billings, 

Haywood gave the council writ- 
ten notice they have 30 days to ap- 
prove his $20,000 plus legal bills - 
expenses he contends were incurred 
in his official position as mayor. 

Recommendations Haywood 


made to the council concerning the 
exact procedures he would like to 
see followed in selling the old school 
property prompted comments of dis 
agreement from council members af- 
ter the meeting.

DA & City of Elba’s officials remain 


at odds over drug

An ongoing disagreement be- 


tween the City of Elba and District 
Attomey Joel Folmar is apparently 
stuck, with neither side willing to 
give in, 

Folmar, who heads the 12th Ju- 
dicial District Drug Task Force, con- 
tends Elba should have given 
$32,000 of drug funds to the task 
force. 

The money was part of the half 
million seized by State Trooper R. 
W. Whitworth from a truck passing 
through the area. An Elba police of- 
ficer assisted in the case. 

Federal authorities released the 
$32,000 to Elba after receiving a 
written request from former chief 
Jack Parker. The paperwork in- 
cluded a promise to use it to pur- 
chase new cars and other equipment 
for the city. 

The drug task force is funded by a 
federal grant, through a state agency. 
Since Elba failed to tum over the 
funds to Folmar, he has not paid 
Elba any of the 75% matching mon- 
ey to pay an Elba police officer used 
on the task force, 

Recently he met with the cit 
clerk and police chief in his Troy of- 
fice and they reported he offered a 
settlement. The settlement would in- 
clude paying Elba the back money 
for the police officer but not al- 
lowing Elba to share in any future 
drug and forfeiture money the task 
force secured until the $32,000 had 
been recovered by Folmar's office. 

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended the council not accept 
the proposal until the feds say do it. 
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bust money 


The mayor gave council members 
a written report to support his posi- 
tion. The report goes back to the July 
6, 1993 date of the arrest of the two 
Gomez brothers and finding of the 
cash hidden in a mattress, 

Haywood noted that the Elba po- 
lice officer involved, L. C. Cook, 
had never been a part of the drug

The request is for Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds which must be 
matched with local funds. 

The grant, if approved, will ben- 
efit 139 families, 48 of these don't 
presently have the services of city 
sewage. The areas to be served are: 
lower Kinston Highway, Cedar Lane 
Drive and Thersa Street. 

The project is expected to cost a 
total of $378,850. Council members 
agreed to pay up to $65,000 of that 
amount if the project is approved. 

Frederick Hamilton, representing 
the SouthEast Alabama Regional 
Development Commission,  ex- 
plained to council members the lim- 
its imposed by federal guidelines 
and stressed that this is a com- 
petative application and there is no 
guarantee of the grant being ap- 
proved. 

If approved, the project should 
need the local match money in about 
12 months. 

At the present time, the sewer la- 
goons are at 80% of capacity. This 
includes a 30% infiltration rate from 
rain water due to damaged existing 
sewer lines. The additional custom- 
ers will add one percent to the sys- 
tem. 


After questioning by, Council 
member Bill Brunson, Engineer 


Bobby Lee volunteered to inquire to 
determine if Elba would qualify fora 
Farmer's Home sewer loan/grant 
The funds would be used to make 
the needed repairs and upgrades on 
the existing sewer lines and/or the 
two cell sewer lagoon.

County Commissioners enjoy smooth meeting

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was a smooth 
one with all commissioners present - 
even Mr. Robert Stephens. 

Commissioner Stephens under- 
went emergency open-heart surgery 
on Saturday, April 8, and he’s al- 
ready back on the job representing 
his constituents.

The next topic of discussion to 
come before the members of the 
commission was wresting.

Mobley commented that Dicker- 
son is willing to meet all the require- 
ments set forth by the commission
